The East Jordan School Dis- 
trict has taken the next step on 


construction and renovation 
project, with the sale of general 
obligation bonds associated 
with the school bond issue. 

The sale, according to East 
Jordan School Superintendent 
Chip Hansen, attracted eight 
bidders, producing what he 
called “a competitive bidding 
environment that produced 
great results for our school dis- 
trict and taxpayers.” 

In a special meeting last 


Education accepted the 4, 1567 
percent interest rate bid submit- 
ted by Robert W. Baird & Co., 
of Milwaukee, Wis. 

The interest rate is signifi- 
tantly lower than the projected 
interest rate of 5.25 percent, 
which translates into a reduction 
of overall interest expenses as- 
sociated with the bond issue to 


the school district. 

The savings, Hansen said, 
will be returned to taxpayers in 
the form of reduced debt retire- 
ment millage rates over the 15 
year term of the bond.

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‘WALKING IN TWO WORLDS’ 


= Program helps Native American students succeed 


Gary Wayne Gibson, director of the 
Native American Educatior/Title VII 
in the East Jordan Schoo! District, 
isn’t crazy about being referred to as 
“traditional.” 

The term, according to Gibson, 
calls forth for him a “holier than thou” 
image that he’d just as soon avoid. 
“T just try to follow the good ways of 
my people, and what works in my life, 
I pass it on,” he said. “I don’t believe 
in labeling.” 

Passing it on is, indeed, what the 
Title VII program is all about. Cre- 
ated in the early 1970s, the program 
is the product of early treaty agree- 
ments through which Native Ameri- 
cans surrendered Jand to the United 
States government. In return, one of 
the things the Native Americans re- 
quested was that the education of their 
children be provided. 

Unfortunately, the trust laid in that 
request being satisfied was betrayed, 
for a time, as insensitive and inappro- 
priate approaches to assimilating Na- 
tive American children into a Euro- 
pean-based lifestyle were mandated. 
“Some things backfired in the way the 
United States and even Canada tried 
to educate our people,” Gibson said. 
“Boarding schools, church-run 
schools didn't work.” 

“That {type of] schooling actually 
set back Native American families 20 
to 30 years,” added Connte Marshall, 
who has spent nine years as coordi- 
nator of the Native American Educa- 
tion for the Charlevoix and Petoskey 
schools. 

“(Students were in a] strange set- 
ting, had their hair cut. their language 
changed. And when they got out, they 
didn’t have parenting skills,” since 
they’d been separated from their par- 
ents. The methods of schooling also 
resulted in a high drop-out rate for 
Native American students. 

Fortunately, through its inherent 
strength, Native American culture has 
survived, and with the establishment 
of the Title VI] program, a venue has 
been created to help impart important 
elements of that culture to its children. 
According to a panel of experts par- 
ticipating in a forum organized by the 
National Education Association and 
the National Indian Education Asso- 
ciation last year, the status of Native 
American students is challenging, but 
hopeful, due to the fact that schools 
are having “more and more opportu- 
nity to self-determine what American 
Indian Education should be,” said 
Linda Sue Warner, chief executive 
officer of the Indian Community 
School of Milwaukee. 

“We want to underscore the impor- 
tance and value of these students, as 
well as their unique status and needs,” 
said NEA president Bob Chase. 

“In our desire to help all children 
succeed, we need to develop strate- 
gies to ensure that [Native American] 
students are not overlooked in our 
quest for quality public education.” 

In East Jordan, the need for the pro- 
gram is apparent in the number of stu- 
dents who participate. 

“We have 10 percent of the popu- 
lation of East Jordan schools,” Gibson 
said, totaling about 133 students in the 
three school buildings. The level of 
participation is significant, consider- 
ing the continued reluctance for some 
Native Americans to admit their heri- 


tage. “It’s not too far away, the name- 
calling, [resulting in the} hesitation to 
identify yourself,” Marshall said. 
“There’s a hesitation to connect with 
anything [related to the] govern- 
ment.” 

In recent years, though, that attitude 
has begun to change, a fact that 
Marshall attributes in part to a return 
in general to tribe recognition. 

The services offered by the Native 
American Education program have 
also made a difference, offering a 
sense of community where perhaps 
there had been none before. “There’s 
a need for support, including cultural 
support,” Gibson said. 

The goal of the program is to in- 
crease the students’ sense of “iden- 
tity, pride, and self-worth,” while en- 
abling them to be successful in a 
mainstream setting. Gibson often uses 
himself as an example in presenta- 
tions, addressing the idea of the Na- 
tive American as “walking in two 
worlds.” 

Gibson sometimes presents to stu- 
dents wearing first the tribal regalia 
representing his Native American 
world, and then changing into his ca- 
sual dress clothes in which he con- 
ducts his work in the mainstream 
world. 

Serving any student who has Na- 
tive American heritage, the program 
also serves as a source of academic 
support, with a homework lab avail- 
able after school three days a week 
for tutoring and assistance with regu- 
lar schoolwork, as well as a venue for 
referrals to other agencies when as- 
sistance, for either the student or their 
family, is desired. 

One week out of the month, Gibson 
does cultural activities with the stu- 
dents, either bringing in a presenter 
to speak on some aspect of Native 
culture or through cultural activities 
conducted by Gibson himself. 

The program also organizes and 
conducts cultural events that include 
family and community members, 
such as the upcoming “Ghost Supper” 
(Jiibaakwe) on Nov. 14. It’s that cul- 
tural component that Gibson sees as

way to bring the community, both Native and Non-Native, together. 
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crucial in reaching the area’s Native 
American students, as well as the 
simple fact of being around an adult 
who they can identify with, and who 
provides a good role model. 

“Here, they feel safe,” Gibson said, 
looking around the large room in the 
elementary school that’s been pro- 
vided for his classroom space. 

“They know there are people 
around them that they can identify 
with. When they see us in the hall, it 
puts a smile on their faces.” 

And it’s not just the Native Ameri- 
can students who are smiling. Another 
aspect of the program is reaching out 
to the non-native student population, 
in terms of educating them on the his- 
tory of Native Americans as well as 
helping them to understand what it 
means to be Native American in the 
modern world. 

Gibson and Marshall are both re- 
sources for the teachers and staff in 
their respective schools, and have 
both provided materials and given 
presentations to various classrooms. 
“After we come in and do a presenta- 
tion,” Gibson said, which often in- 
cludes introductions to Native Ameri- 
can language, “they’ll say hi to mein 
my language [in the hallways]. To 
have students trust that and honor 
that,” he said, makes a difference to 
all students. And, he said, “it might 
open an avenue for a non-native stu- 
dent to share his culture.” 

And though “traditional” is not 
Gibson’s favorite term, he does be- 
lieve wholeheartedly in the impor- 
tance of tradition. “It’s missing so 
much in a Jot of our world,” he said. 

Looking to the future is important 
as well, specifically in helping these 
students realize their dreams. “Our 
students can be doctors, lawyers, as- 
tronauts,”’ Gibson said. The key, he 
said, is giving them the confidence 
and security to graduate from school. 
and the desire to continue their edu- 
cation. 

“We're sul adapting to this cul- 
ture,” Gibson said. “Some of us have 
adapted very well. somie of us 
suuggle. It's a process. To keep that

Typically hosted by an individual family, the event entails the 
host family serving food to whoever comes to their door. 

“T believe this is one of our inside societal tools to promote our 
community,” said Gary Gibson, coordinator of East Jordan’s Na- 
tive American Education/Title VII program. 

According to tradition, the supper is put on in honor of departed 
family members, with the idea that despite whatever problems 
individuals might have with one another, “you have no ill feelings 
towards people once that person comes through the door.” Fami- 
lies serving the supper typically serve the best food they’re able to 
provide, usually to seatings of around 12 to LS ata time. 

The East Jordan Public Schools’ Native American Education

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MDNR encouraging public input on Jordan River management

Approximately 40 people attended 
a meeting hosted. by the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources last 
Wednesday night at the Jordan Val- 
ley District Library to review the 
agency’s proposed management plan 
for the Jordan River watershed. 

Soon to be retired MDNR Fisher- 
ies Biologist Ralph Hay of Traverse 
City conducted a one hour slide show 
of the contents of the draft manage- 
ment plan, then took public comment 


from the audience. 

The lengthy document, which took 
four years to put together, was co- 
written by Mike Meriwether of the 
Antrim Conservation District in a 
partnership project between the soil 
district and the MDNR, said Hay. 

“This document is a compilation of 
all the written material that’s out there 
about the Jordan Valley watershed, 
which comprises 23 miles of the Jor- 
dan River, three natural lakes, and all 
adjoining public and private lands. 
Based on that information, in coop- 
eration with a number of other gov-

Official Ballot Language Proposal 02-1 
A REFERENDUM ON PUBLIC ACT 269 OF 2001-AN ACT TO AMEND CER- 
TAIN SECTIONS OF MICHIGAN ELECTION LAW 


Public Act 269 of 200! would: : ; 
Eliminate “straight party” vote option on partisan general election ballots. Require 


Secretary of State to obtain training reports from local election officials. Require reg- 
istered voters who do not appear on registration list to show picture identification 
before voting a challenged ballot. Require expedited canvass if presidential vote dif- 
ferential is under 25,000. Require ballot counting equipment to screen ballots for vot- 
ing errors to ensure the accurate tabulation of absentee ballots. Permit voters in polls 
to correct errors. Provide penalties for stealing campaign signs or accepting Payment 
for campaign work while being paid as a public employee to perform election duties. 

Should this law be approved? ; 

YES NO 

YES - Those that support a YES vote agree with legislation passed by the Michi- 
gan Legislature which would remove the option on Michigan's General Election bal- 
lot to vote a straight-party ticket with a single vote. They say that voters should evalu- 
ate the candidates for each office, not just vote for one party’s slate of candidates. 
They feel that straight-party voters tend to miss the nonpartisan section of the ballot 
and vote only for the partisan races when they check one party. 

NO — Those that support a NO vote believe that the Michigan tradition of allowing 
voting of a straight-party ticket should continue. Voters spend less time in the voting 
booth when they vote for a number of candidates with a single vote. Thus, lines at the 
polls will become longer if voters must vote for a number of candidates individually. 
They say the straight-party vote supports political parties, and encourages people to 
vote for the party as well as the candidate. 

Note: that Proposal | is a referendum on a bil! passed by the Legislature and signed 
into law by the Governor. Citizens obtained the required signatures to place on the 
ballot the question of whether the voters of Michigan agree with the action of the 
Legislature & the Governor. Under the rules for a referendum, the law does not take 
effect unless a majority of voters agree with it by voting “yes.” Straight ticket voting 
is, therefore, still an option on this year's General Election ballot. 


Official Ballot Language Proposal 02-2 

A PROPOSAL TO AUTHORIZE BONDS FOR SEWAGE TREATMENT WORKS 
PROJECTS, STORM WATER PROJECTS AND WATER POLLUTION PROJECTS 

This proposal would: . 

Authorize the State of Michigan to borrow a sum not to exceed $1 billion to im- 
prove the quality of the waters of the state by financing sewage treatment works projects, 
storm water projects and water pollution projects. Authorize the state to issue general 
obligation bonds pledging the full faith and credit of the state for the payment of 
principal and interest on the bonds. Provide for repayment of the bonds from the 
general fund of the state. Should this proposal be adopted? 

YES NO 

YES - Those that support a YES vote believe that Michigan's local communities 
need a stable, long-term source of funding to help them rehabilitate deteriorating sew- 
age collection and treatment programs. They believe it is appropriate for the state to sell 
bonds to establish a fund from which local units of government can borrow money ata 
low interest rate to do the major construction necessary to reduce the flow of stormwater 
into sewer systems and to repair on-site septic systems. 

NO - Those that support a NO vote are concerned about the impact additional 
bonding will have on the state's credit rating and its ability to repay the bonds. Interest 
on the bonds will be paid from the state's general fund and Michigan's budget is 
already under enormous pressure. Opponents feel that only certain areas of the state 
will benefit and the $100 million a year for 10 years authorized by the proposal doesn’t 
begin to address the problem. 


Official Ballot Language Proposal 02-3 


A PROPOSAL TO AMEND THE STATE CONSTITUTION TO GRANT STATE 
CLASSIFIED EMPLOYEES THE CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS TO COLLECTIVE 
BARGAINING WITH BINDING ARBITRATION 

The proposed constitutional amendment would: 

Grant state classified employees, in appropriate bargaining units determined by the 
Civil Service Commission, the right to elect bargaining representatives for the pur- 
pose of collective bargaining with the state employer. Require the state to bargain in 
good faith for the purpose of reaching a binding collective bargaining agreement with 
any elected bargaining representatives over wages, hours, pensions and other terms 
and conditions of employment. Extend the bargaining representative the right to sub- 
mit any unresolved disputes over the terms of a collective bargaining agreement to 
binding arbitration 30 days after the commencement of bargaining. 

Should this proposal be adopted? 

YES NO ‘ 

YES - Those that support a YES vote believe that classified state employees should 
have constitutionally-guaranteed collective bargaining and binding arbitration rights. 
They believe that the current scope of bargaining at the state level is too limited. 
Presently local government employees can bargain collectively and local police and 
fire personnel also have binding arbitration rights. At the State level only the Michi- 
gan State Police have such rights (granted in a 1978 constitutional amendment). Sup- 
porters feel that all government employees should be treated equally. 

NO — Those thaf support a NO vote believe that control of state spending belongs 
with the Governor and Legistature. They note that an arbitrator considers only wages, 
benefits and the overall governmental budget. not the broader best interests of the 
community and isn’t answerable to voters. They argue that the public sector, unlike 
management in the private section, does not have one group of people who control 
both personne! and spending. They say state employees are currently well-paid and 
receive good benefits. 


Official Ballot Language Proposal 02-4 — 


A PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT TO REALLOCATE THE 
“TOBACCO SETTLEMENT REVENUE” RECEIVED BY THE STATE FROM 
CIGARETTEMANUFACTURERS : 

The proposed constitutional amendment would: 

Annually allocate on a permanent basis 90% (approximately $297 million) of “to- 
bacco settlement revenue” received by state from cigarette manufacturers as follows: 
$151.8 million to nonprofit hospitals, licensed nursing homes, licensed hospices, nurse 
practitioners, school-linked health centers and Healthy Michigan Foundation; $102.3 
million to fund programs to reduce tobacco use, Health and Aging Research Develop- 
ment Initiative, Tobacco-Free Futures Fund, Council of Michigan Foundations and | 
Nurses Scholarship Program; and $42.9 million to the Elder Prescription Drug Pro- 
gram. Guarantee recipients funding at 2001 appropriation levels plus additional state 
funds on an escalating basis for nonprofit hospitals, licensed nursing homes, licensed 
hospices and nurse practitioners. , . 

Should this proposal be adopted? 

YES NO__ 

YES ~ Those that support a YES vote believe that 90 percent of Michigan's share 
of the tobacco settlement revenue should go to organizations which provide health 
care, research programs to find cures for tobacco-related illnesses and smoking cessa- 
tion education. They feel a constitutional amendment will guarantee this use of the 
tevenue. They believe that the Legislature’s past decision to spend this money on the 
Michigan Merit scholarships shows that the Legislature should no longer have control 
of the distribution of the money Michigan receives each year as part of that settle-- 
ment. ‘ 

NO - Those that support a NO vote believe that the tobacco settlement revenue 
should continue to be part of the regular state budget decision-making process and 
should not be pre-determined by putting specific spending requirements in the Michi- 
gan Constitution. Opponents point out that approval of this proposal will require the .
